What Manchester’ Thinks. 


Lord Northcliffe is considered 
here to have done goud service by 
reopening the question of the 
‘Consular Service of Britain in 
\foreign countries, writes the 
 Tinex Mavchester correspondent, 
It is recognized tha: the root 
|difficulty is finance. Men cf the 
attainments and persons! and 
social quihfications enabling 
them to perform the services ex- 
pected of Consuls and commer- 
cia} diplomatic representatives by 
those who conduct British trade 
overseas, will not be obtained, 
speaking generally. io response to 
the remuneration now offered. * 

The day has gone by for hor- 
orary appointments. The work is 
too strenuous and exacting, if 
properly performed, for any bat 
those who have been especially 
trained for it as a career in life. 
Thorough colloquia! and literary 
knowledge of the language of the 
country in which the Consul 
serves js regarded as absolotely 
indispeosable. But this is but 
the first of many requiremen's, 

The Manchester Chamber of 
Cornmerce bas recently devoted 
a special inquiry to this subject. 
and the results are so detailed 
acd illaminating as todeserve the 
fullest poblicity. It is not sug- 
gested that the work of the Con- 
solar Service as a whole is un- 
satisfactury to traders. On the 
contrars, Sir Edwin Stockton, the 
President of the Chamber, states: 
—"Noooe is more conscious than 
Iam of the extremely valuable 
work performed by the Consals 
abroad, and it is» pleasure to me 
to have this opportunity of ex- 
pressing my seos2 of the grati- 
tude to them.”

THE STRIKE OUTLOOK. 

The strike situation appears to have somewhat im- 
proved as a result of Saturday's conferences and the 
teplies made by the Government and owners to the seamen's 
new demands. xo far as we can read the situation, the 
only issues now remaining for adjustment before arbitra- 
tion commences are the ptecise’ point- at which the 
Union shall be reopened and the men shall resume 
work. The seamen have asked for the appointment 
of arbitrators to decide the wage issue, agreeing 
to abide by the decision of the Arbitration Board, and the 
owners have agreed that thetr (the owners’) offer shall be 
taken as the minimum from which the the arbitrators shall 
start to work. So that appears to.dispose of the rage 
question. But the seamen’s delegates demand that the 
decision of the arbitrators on this matter of wages shall be 
made kriown (fore the men reture to work, and that 
simultaneously the Government cancel the order closing 
their Union. This is where a divergence of viewpoiat 
comes in, forthe Government abides by its decision that 
the Union can only be reopened when the seamen have 
given proof of their freedom from lawlessness by returning 
to work. There does, however, appear soime possibility of 
& compromise ou this point as to when the men shall resume 
work, for it seems that the seammen's relegates at the Tung 
"Wah meeting on Saturday expressed wi lingness that the 


men should return on the river steamers.and the -Hongkong- 
Wuchow and Hongkong-Swatow services before the Union's 
signboard is replaced. This fact bas, we understand, now 
been notified to the Government. — - 

That there is a spirit of compromise in the air, and 
that both owners and men are auxious to get the dispute 
settled at the earliest possible moment, is evident. The 

' shipping companies have conceded a point by agreeing 
, that their offer shall be made the starting point of arbit- 
Tation, and it is now up to the seamen's leaders to drop 
all reservations, to.get the men back. to work and let 
arbitration proceed. The demand of the seamen’s delegates 
that the wages decision shall be made known before the 
‘ men resume is absurd, in view of the fact that they express 
their willingness to abide by the arbitrators’ award. If 
they pledge themselves to accept -the decision, what 
“possible. reason can there be for the men remaining out 
until the award is promulgated 1 At any rate, so near 
have the parties come to an ending of the deadlock that 
we hope a settlenent will- immediately be sought, After 
‘ol, it was on n matter of wages that the men struck 
and as both sides have agreed to a basis of arbitration~ op 
: this issue, the main obstacle appears disposed of. Add 
‘to that the fact that tbe mens delegates are willing that 
their other demands sball also go to arbitration, and it 
would seetn that there. is little else left for’ solution. But 
‘there may be tore in it than meets the eye. The men’s 
leaders-have obviously now made the wage issue’ ‘quite 
subsidiary to the reopening of the Union; and that is a 
matter upon which the Government cannot change its

~PEER'S SON AS MY STERY 
MAN, 


Strange Career of the 
Hon.. V. Gibson. 


Found sittin dead in a chair 
at tbe Crown Hotel at Horsha:n. 
last month. a mysterious [rish- 
ran bas been identified as the 
ernest Victor Gibson, fourth son 
of the frst Baron Ashbourne, and 
byuther of the present peer. 

In conversation he had declar- 
edthathe was « rebel, known 
under six name¥ in Ireland: 
Educated at Cambridge and 
Trinity College, Dublin. 

Anexplanation of the first of 
these strange. statements—since 
he was an undoubted loyalist— 
was given by a friend of thé 
family, who said that onsd, when 
travelling in Central Africa, the 
ead man contracted malaria in 
a severe form and had been sub 
ject to periodic attacks. 

“It was while these attacks 
were gripping him,” added the 
informant, “that he would some- 
times talk rather wildly.- His 
remarks about being » rebel, aod 
being koown.by six different 
names in Ireland are to be at- 
_ tributed to this cause.” 

Mr. Gibeon had lived: for 
several vears at The Knoll, 
Peastake, Surrey—where Lord’ 
Ashbourne also hasa residence— 
and a few days before his death 
he visited the White Horse Hotel, 
Dorking. He was well kngwn to 
the manager, accdrding to whom 
he “Looked s total wreck.” In 
teply to a remark that he was not 
looking well, be replied, “No, 1] 
think I have # touch of the ‘flu.’

states that he was going to town 
ana would probably return in the a 
evening.

Horse Hotel, paying fi deposit 
and signing baal 
with the address 
tached ta his name. 

Next dav he went to the Crown 
Hotel, 
to await some friends, whom he 
appeared to’ exoect, he s-ttled 
in the cha’r in which he was 
afterwards discovered dead. The 
only money in his possession was 
ad. 


The Dowager Lady Ashbourne, 
mother of Mr. Gibson, who lives 
in Basil-strzet, Londen. S.W. 
was Dnable to see a representa- 
tive who called. She had, how-* 
ever, prepared the follawing writ- 
ten statement :-— oo 

The Hon. Ernest Victor 
Gibeon had suffered recently 
trom a severo attack of in- 
fluenza, sud had been under 
medical treatment in London 

He was ina weak condition 
when he left London for 
Surrey last week. 

His friends here knew 
nothing of his subsequent 
movements until the report of 
nis death in the newspapers. 
Mr. Gibson was educated at 
Wellington College, Trinity Col- 
lege (Dublin), and Trinity College. 
Cambridge, where: he wes 
a member of the Pitt Clab. 
+ Hoe served ia the South Africen 
War with the imperial Yeon anry, 
and bad the distinction of being 
an bon. lieutensotin the Armr 
and a temporay commander” ‘tn 
the R.K.V.R. 

Hoe was called to the Bar ‘in|
